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On July I, I939t a< a raault ot BeozganisatioQ Plan 2b« IX, the 
persaneni foxvign office vtaffs ot the Foreign igrlcuXtar^ Sarrioe 
vere trsnaferxed to the Departoexxt ot State, The Haehlagton staff of 
the Ibrelgn AgricuLtaral Service, hoverer, vas retailed In the Bepart 
of ilgileultare, as vere the conaodlt/ apedallsts vho are subject to 
asslgn^nt to partlcolar foreign cotmtries to nake specific IrtTestlgations* 
Concurrently with the transfer of the foreign offices, the Office of 
Foreign Agricultcural Bilatloni! vas estabXished in the Departaent of 
Agricoltare, The Waahiogton staff of the fomsr ?bselgn Agrlcoltural 
service and the ecamodl^ specialists referred to above constitated the 
staff of this Office. 

The functions and responaibiXitlcs of the Office of Foreign /grictiU 
toral Relatione differed frcaa those of the preoedlnE Foreign igrlculturaL 
Service priKrrLly in broadening the zesponslblXiti es for coordinating ail 
lims of work relating to foreign trade wiUdn the Departinerfc of Agrtcul- 
tnre and alao IneladBd tha re^>on8lblIit7 for liaison with the consolidated 
fbzelgn service of the United States. In the estiblishaent of the Office 
of Foreign Agricultural Belatione the Secretary of agriculture pzescrlbed the 

following specific fUnctlonss 

1. To collect infomatlon on foreign agricultural production, foreign 
naricets, foreign trade, and related natters throu^ the Foreign Ssrvice of 
the United States, the International Institute of Agriculture, and other 
qjprcprlate sources and to dlssenlnate 8u<di Infomatlon to all brandies of 
the Dsparlaent Interested and to the pdalic. 

2. To nalntals liaison with the QspartMnt of State with a view to 
assuring procapt and adequate reports frcn the Foreign Service of the 
United States on foreign dsvelc^Ments of interest to the Tsrlooe branches 
of the Departaent of Jgrlculture, and to Jberiean agriculture genarallyw 

3. To eondaet specialised research and investlgatlnnal voric on fbrelgn 
desand for /nsrican sgricol^iral products, Indading so^ related subjects 
SB the trez^s and potentialities of conpetltlve foreign agricultaral prodoo- 
tion, the natore and tendencies ot foreign govemaest pdllciea affecting 
agricultaral production aod consia^tloa, and general econcolc and 
conditimss In fbrelgn countries as they affect the denand for agricultaral 
products* 

b. To (^rect azxt coordinate the participation on the part of the 
Departwnt of Agriculture In the z«ciprocal*trade agreenents prograa. 

5. To plan, direct, and coordinate the participation by tha Departaant 
of Agriculture in the general program of cooperation between the Guweriauerit 
of the United States and the govemnents of the other American ropoblica 
under the ten^ of acts of Congress authorising such cooperation. 

In addition, the Director of Froelgn Agricultural Relations, acting 
in a staff relaUonshlp to toe Secretary, was charged with coordinaUng 
the relations of the Departaent of Agriculture (l) with the Dapartnent 
of State and other dBpartinents and agencies of the GoTerrment in questions 
affecting foreign trade and allied problems and policies, and (2) with 
foreign goverxmnts and private agenciea either throw^ the Departnent 
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of state or direct. 



This 8ta£f leXationship requires that the Ofn.oe provide personoatL for 
repreeentLiig the Department on nuneroos interdepartasntal eoBmittaes^ the 
Bars ifl^rtant of which axe the £3BcatiTe Conoittoe on Coomerdal Policy, 
th* trade igreensnta Comnitteef the Board of Zrueteee of the Esqport-Iqport 
Bai&y and 7arlOQS inter departnsntal eosnlttees conceroed vith cooperation 
with bhe other Aiasrlean rept^lics* The Director of the Office also serves 
as the Oepartaent of igrlcultore saaber on the Foreign Service Persocuael 
Board of the Department of State vhenaver mattera of concern to the Depart- 
ment of iigriculture are under consldBratlon* 

Ihe Office slao maintalne a full-tiae liaison officer in the Depart* 
iQsnt of State for the porpoae of oo^dinati»; the reprotlng voxk of the 

Foreign oervics In respect to agricultural dsivlopnents in foreign 
countzles. During the past jear this oftUcer has assisted In the 
reorganisation of the reporting work for the Foreign ^Brvlce, and pro-* 
▼isitm h&s been aade for substantial esipansloQ in the agrlcultoral 
reporting of that service. Undsr the revised airangesMtnts the Departsient 
of Agriculture will receive sons 3,700 reports annually on sgrlcultoraL 
natters. Ihese reports viU nomally arrive according to a definite tine 
echedule, and copies will be distributed by tiie Office of Foreign igrlcultoral 
Balatiom to all interested boreaos and egencies of the Oepartnent, 

Conenrrently vith Uie reorganisation, the Office of Foreign Agri- 
cultural BBlations vas charged with the revlev of all foreign correi^pozidsnee 
of the Departsent of Agriculture, as described In paragraphs 1621 axri 1622 
of the Department Rules and Begulstlons.
